UP AND UNDER 

When Barry Lem and Terrance Ochs 
took over Doctor iVbo they inherited, 
from the ^lerwm/Bryant team, the UNIT 
setup, with the Doctor tailed on Earth 
One of the main objectives was to slowly 
but surely get the Doctor back Where he 
belon ge d - having adventures in apace 
and time, as the Radio Timet were once 
fond of saying. Realising diet it would 
be fatal to immediately disband such a 
successful learn, both from a viewer's 
point of view and from the actors and 
technicians'. Letts and Dicks chose to 
phae* in the outer spec* stones, utilising 
the concept of the Tun* Lords sending 
the Doctor on missions that, according 
to Terrance Dicks, they wouldn't want to 
Arty their own hands with, 

$o agem, Malcolm Hulk* was brought in 
to do a story, set on an alien planet, but 
without era operable TARO IS. He chose 
to write a story about the Earth of the 
future, and Earth to overcrowded and 
owardevclopedlhat its people would risk 
everything just for a few square feet of 
land Thus, rather Irk* the American 
frontiersmen, humankind sat oul to

could borrow a tut of land (and see) to 
film in wound Portsmouth, the Royal 
Navy offered to lend whatever was 
needed to help promote themselves. - a 
sort of actionpacktd recruitment film.

The popularity of the Sea DewH and 
Silurians never waned and smea their tv 
appearance in 1872 they Haw sine* 
returned both in comic strip form in 
Doctor Who Monthly and recently on 
television in Johnny Byrne's Hbmdrt 
of th* Dtap.
